even where they are moſt concordant with natural Reaſon, 
and the beſt Philoſophy too ; and this, that they may plant 
their Idol Power upon the ruines of Piety, common Sence, 
and good Manners, Theſe Men like Religion well enough, 
as it is a Trade or Monopoly entruſted in- the Hands of a 
pickt parcel of confiding Prieſts, to enrich themſelves, and 
infatuate the vulgar withal ; but as-it is a divine and ex- 
cellent Science, and of real benefit to mankind, beth ſingly 
and.in Societies, they ſcorn and loath it.

HE Learned Nicolaus Rigaltius, hath lately 

Publiſht certain Tracts of Tertullians, Cor- 

rected by an ancient Copy, given by Ago- 

bard, Biſhop of Lyons, about Eight Hundred 

Years ſince, to the Cathedral Church of his 

See. Among the which is his Exhortation to Chaſtity, 


wherein, after. his wonted Rigour, he maintains the un- 


lawfulneſs of ſecond Marriages, even in Lay-men: For the 
proof of which, he | yoo this Argument; for I'll quote 
his very words; and that the rather, becauſe they vary 
ſomething in the Manuſcript that I peruſed, from what 
they are in Riga/tivs his Edition; They are theſe: Sed 4#- 
ces, «ergo ceteris licet quos excipit. Vani erimus, fi putaveri- 
mus quod ſacerdotibus non liceat, Laicis licere, Nonne &"* 
Laict ſacerdotes ſumus? Scriptum eſt, Regnum quoq, nos & 
Sacerdotes Deo & Patri ſuo fecit. Differentiam inter Ordinem 
CP Plebem conſtituit Eccleſia, & honor per Ordinis conſeſſum 
Santtificatus : adeo ubi Eccleſiaſtict Ordints non eſt conſeſſus, & 
offers & tinguis, C& ſaceraos es tibi ſolus. Sed ubi tres, Ec- 
cleſia eſt, licet Laici, Unuſquiſq; enim ſua fide vivit, nec 
eſt perſonarum acceptio apud Deum, quoniam non Auditores Le- 
g#s juſtificantur a Deo ſed Fattores, ſecundum quod & Apoſto- 
Ius dicit : Igitur ſi habes jus ſocerdotis in temet ipſo, ubi ne- 
ceſſe eſt, habeas oportet etiam diſciplinam ſacerdotis, ubi neceſ- 
ſe ſit habere jus ſacerdotis, Digamius tinguis? Digamns offers ? 
qu.tnt 0

uanto magis Laico Digamo capitale eft agere pro ſacerdote, 
rms ipft 1 "cer Digamo fatto anferatur agere ſacerdotem. 
Sed neceſſitati, inquis, inaulgetar. Nunlla meceffit as excuſatur 
que poteft non eſſe. Noli deniq, Digamw deprehendi, & non 
committis in neceſſitatem adminiftrandi, quod non licet Diga- 
mo. Ommes 0s Deus ita voluit diſpoſitos eſſe, ut ubiq; S$a- 
cramentis ejus obeundis apti ſimus. That is; But you'l ſay, 
Others may then, who are here excepted. we ſhall but fool, 
if we think the Laity may do what the Clergy may not. Be 
not we of the Laity Prieſts too ? It's written, He hath made 
us Kings and Prieſts to his God and Father, The diflinion 
betwixt the Bench of Elders, and the Laity, or Commoners, 
was made by the Church, and it's Senatorian Conſiſtory now 
Hallowed : So that where there is no Conſiſtory of an Eccle- 
faftical Bench, you your ſelf both Offer and Baptize, and are 
your own Prieſt, Nay, where there arc three, thtey make 4 
Church, though they be but three Lay-Men. For every Mat 
lives by his own Faith; nor 1s there any Acceptance of Pey- 
ſons with GOD: For it is not the Hearers, but the Doers 
the Law that ſhall be juſtified before God, as ſaith alſo the A- 
poitle. Therefore if you have « rmzht of Priefthogd in your 
ſelf, to uſe when accaſfion ſhall require, you muſt of neceffity 
have the Qualifications of a Prieſt too, elſe how can you ex- 
erciſe your Prie#-hood? will you Baptize with a ſecond wife ? 
will you Offer with a ſecond Wife? How very Crin.indl mutt 
it of meceſſity be in aLay-Man, to att the Prieſt after ſerond 
Marriage, when a Re-married Prieſt 3s therefore depriv/d of 
his Prieſt-hood ? But you'l perhaps plead Neceſſity for your ex- 
cuſe. I Anſwer, No neceſſity can merit an excuſe that might 
have been avoided. In one word, be not you found Guilty of 
a fecond Marriage, and then you prevent this pretended me- 
ceſſity. *Tis the will of God to have ns ever fo diſpes'd, 
that we may be at all times fit for the Adminiſtration of his 
Sacraments, Rigaltius being to explain this place, would 
have this to be Tertnllians lence, That if a Chriſtian ſhall

happen himſelf and Family, ro be at Sea, and to be caſt 
-upon ſome e 'Coaft, where' there are neither Chri- 
ftians nor a Confitorial-Bench, or Precbytery, that then it 
may be Lawful for ſach a one himſelf to offer God the 
Symbols of the Divine Paſſion, together with the ſolemn 
Form of T — and to Baptize, and be himſelf 
his own Prieſt, becaufe a Church may conlift even of them 
few, as the Apoſtle alſo faith, Rom: 16. 1, 5. and Philers. 2- 
But here Albaſpinews, Biſhop of Orleans, oppoſes himſelf 
to Rigaltius, and that he may the better defend the privi- 
ledge of the Presbyterate, will needs have the word Offer + 
re, to ſignify any thing rather than what it doth ; I mean 
that which is term'd by the Apoſtle, 1 Cor. 10. wawyey, 
bleſſing, and chap. II. 14. worm, giving of thanks, which 
latter word is made uſe of by Juf:z too, for that which 
is vulgarly called Conſecrating. But that the word Offerre 
is frequently taken in fucha ſence, both by Terralien and his - 
diſciple Cypriav, he himſelf neither can deny, nor indeed : 
produce any one place where, when joyn'd with Tingere, 
which ſignifieth ts dip, it hath any other. For there is tio 
Rite but this, that can, with any Parity, be coupled with 
Baptifme. And this is the ordinary Sence in which it is 
found 'in Contra-diſtiaQtion' ro' Baptiſme, not only itt 
Ca tnipes, ut _— —— —_ hs oe 
Zaw, as in the beginnr Sd $ixth Chaprer of Fuſtini- 
ans CXXXVII Novel, DS bs he Bog of tie Preibze to 
the fame Novel, Beſides, the whole ftreſs of Tertallians 
Arqamens lyes in-this;, in that he affitms, that there is 
nothing .in the Sacerdotal FunQion of'1o fablime a na- 
ture, 'but it may be done by a Zaj-Mar, where Priefts can- 
nor. be had. To demonſtrate this, he inftanceth it what 
Lay-Men, without ſuch a neceffity, might not do, but. 
ought to remit to Prieſts only, as to Baptize and pronounce 
the ſolemn Words that conftiture an» Enchariftize. And eHMe- 
where treating of Bapriſm fingly, he bath the felf-fame

Sence,” though under a diftering Form of expreſſion : Dands 
quidem jus babet . ſummus ſacerdos 1qus \ eſt Epiſcopre, ' dehinc 
Preibyteri. & Diacont , «non. tamen fine Epics auftoritate, 
propter Eccleſie honorem, ' quo ſalvo ſalua pax et , Alioquin 
& Laicis jus eſt : That is, The Sowveraign Prieſt, who is the 
Biſhop, hath the priviledge of Adminiſtring ; and after him 
the Presbyters and Deacons, but not without the Biſhop's 
Order « and this, that the Dignity of the Chureh may be pre- 
feres/d, which is neceſſary to keep Peace; Otherwiſe Lay-men 
might do it. Afterwards he enlarges further ; Sufficiat ſct- 
licet in neceſſitatibus ut utaris, ſicubi aut loci aut temporis, aut 
perſone conditio compellit : That is, Content your ſelf to make 
uſe of this Right, only when the exigences of Place, time, or 
Perſon, ſhall require it. This being then TertulWans Judg- 
ment of Baptiſm, viz. That, it ought not to be Admini- 
ſtred by Lay-Men, but when prieſt cannot be had, we 
cannot in reaſon ſuppoſe him in his Exhortation to Cha- 
ſtity, to intend any other ſort of Offerize,. than ſuch as 
without the like neceſſity, was not then made by Lay-Mep.;. 
' his Reaſons, in both places agreeing, they being no other 
than the conſerving of Peace, and publick Order. And 
'tis worthy the noting, That he Aſcends, by a certain Gra- 
dation, from Baprizing: to, Qffering, as to lomething, if 
not Superiour, at. leaſt eq |.to it; and that not only onee 
in the above-mentioned place,, but twice: Further, it is 
extream obſervable, that when he faith, Every oxe Lives 
by his own Faith, and' that it is not the Hearers, but the, 
Doers of the Law that ſhall be: juſtified,” he hints; Th the 
Rite of Offering was giyen an Charge to all Chriſtians 
in common, and even-to the Apoſtles, not as Apoſtles, bux, 
as Chriſtians :. As St..-Paul (1 Cor: 11. 24. 25, 26, 27, 28, 
29.) interprets his own Pen man Lukes ſaying, Tiro nowmry 
« Ty ils erdurnor, Do this in Commemoration of me, as meant 
in general to all Chriſtians. There is another paſſage of 
Tertullians in his Corana Militis, or Soldiers Garland, ex. 
 treamly

treamly to-this purpoſe; the words are not many, but of 
great weight. There he, after having mentioned Baptiſm, 
paſſeth on to the Exchariſtie, 'and its Celebration, juſt as he 
did in the other place; and will have it'to be adminiſtred 
by Prieſts, or rather-Biſbops, called by Fuftin =w*: 3], Chair- 
men, and that not in complyance to any. preciſe precept 
of Chriſt's neither,. bur rather to. a-DireQion of his. For 
after having ſhew'd, That there - had been a. variation in 
many things from the firſt uſage, upon the account of 
Peace and. better Government; and had inftanced in the 
taſting of Milk before Baptiſm, and abſtaining from waſh- 
ing for ſome dayes after Baptiſm ; he ſubjoyns theſe words, 
Euchariſtie ſacramentum & in tempore vittus & Omnibus man- 
datum a Domino, etiam antelucanis cetibus, wee de aliorum 
manu nifi Prefidentium ſumimus. That is, The Sacrament of 
the Enchariſtie was committed to All by the Lord ; and that 
both at their Meal-times, and: at their Aſſemblys held before - 
day-light ; neither do we receive it from any other hands, but 
our Chairmens. He affirms here, That the Rite of the Ex- 
chariſtie was appointed by our Lord, to beat the ordinary 
time of repaſt, which was at Supper ; and that it was nor 
entruſted to a certain order of People, but to all Chriſti- 
ans in common. + And while he afferts this Rite to have 
been thus inſtituted by Chriſt; he withal intimates its 
having been fo celebrated by the firſt Chriſtians: The 
Truth ,whereof, were in pertinent to this place, I could 
demonſtrate by many teſtimonies out of the Ancients; and _ 
{ome foot-ſteps of this cuſtome remain'd even in the very 
Anniverſary of the Inſtitution of the Supper, down to the 
times of Auguitixy. And in ſaying it was committed to All, 
he doth bur inculcate the ſame argument, that had been 
uſed by him in the formentioned Exhortation to Chaſtity, 
Nor was this Tertulliax's private opinion only,but common to 
him with all the Chriſtians of that Age; elſe we mult 


take him for a very weak amy that would argue up- 
on

on things he knew would not be granted him. Nor was 
it a meer Opinion, but a received Praftice among the Chri- 
ſtians of that Age, where ſuch occafions offer'd themſelves, 
Therefore he faith, Tingwis, offers, you baptize, you offer ; 
that is, it is your cuſtom ſo to. do: But the truth of this 
is evinc'd by rhe praQtifſe, even of later times: For Fru- 
mentins, 2 meer Lay-mar, being arrived from Alexavaris to 
India, which conſtrue. «£rhiopis (upon this account, ſub- 
je& to the Alexandrian Patriarch) he perſwaded thoſe he 
had converted to Chrift, and the few that had accompa- 
nied him thither, to uſe Theodorets words ; K-) i 73 Powluwy 
£3G& avrayagidai 76 3 765 iteds tmiltnels M1]vpy inte To bold Aſſems- 
blyes, and perform publick offices, after the manner of the Ro- 
man Empire. But there was neither Biſhop nor Presbyter 
yet among them; yea, this very Frumentius Was, upon 
his eeturn to Alexandria, the firft that ever was. ſent thi- 
ther with Epiſcopal dignity; and he afterwards ordered 
their Prieſts.. Nay further, the ancient Author of the Mar- 
7yrologie both believ'd himſelf, and would have others be- 
lieve it too; that even Females, where not only Prieſts, 
but Males were wanting, made ule of this common Right, 
The day before the Calends of Func, he hath theſe words; 
Rome {anite Petronellz virgins. Hee fuit filiabeatiſſoni Petri 
Apottoli, que poit multa miracula ſanitatum, cum eam Flaccus 
Comes ſo vellet ſociare conjugio, tridui inducias poſtulans & 
cum ſani44 Felicills colleftanea ſui continu jejuni atque ora- 
tionibus wacans, tertio celebratls Dominice oblationis my#eriic, 
mox ut Chriiti ſacramentum accepit, reclinans ſe in lettulo a- 
miſit ſpiritum, That Is, At Rome $f, Petronella the Vir- 
gins: She was Daughter to the moit bleſſed Apoſtle Peter, 
when after many miracles of Heating, one Flaccus Comes, would 
oblige hey to his Bed , ſhe beg'd three dayes reſpite, in which 
continuing in conſtant faſting aud prayer, together with 
St, Felicilla her fellow-nurſling ; and having thrice partakd 
of the myiteries of the Lords ſacrifice, ſhe ſtraight-way bonad 

ey.

her ſelf on her Couch and expir'd. But we cannot think 
with the above-mentioned Biſhop of Orleans, That ever 
ſince the firſt rife of Chriſtianity, it hath been the pecu- 
liar right of Prieſts, to make and conſecrate the Euchariſtic, 
as the vulgar phraſe is, if we confider but this, That we find 
Deacons, as to Baptize, 4, 8. 36. (for that Philip was not 
an Apoſtle, but a Deacon, both the Ancients all agree, 
and is very apparent from what goes before in the 

Chapter, wer. 5,14. and the thing in general is plain, from 
the place above recited, . out of Tertulian, to which might 
be added many the like out of anciem Writers:) So alſo 
to make the Exchariftiez in ſo much, that it ſeems to me 
a' matter of juſt admiration; that there can be found men, 
otherwiſe not unſeen in the Antiquities of the Chriſtian 
Church, that will ftill deny it, unleſs we are to look up- 
on it (as perhaps, we are) "rather: as a politick Mumble, 
than a flat Denyal. For in the Council of Laodices, which 
fate not very long after that of Nee ; there is among 0- 
thersthis Canon : 57: s Hi Snngi]as dpſor S1f bran, Th wdlifer Hvroyiir. 
Where Dionyſus Exiguns truely tranſlates Jamia, Under- 
Deacons : The words of his verſion are theſe; @a0d wor 0- 
porteat ſubdiaconos panem dare vel calicem benedicere. Subdeacons 
ought not to deliver the Bread, or bleſs the Chalice, Whence 
we may learn, That until that time, by reaſon of the day- 
ly encreaſe of Communicants (as I believe) the Under- 
Deacons often-times deliver'd the Bread, and pronounced 
the words of bleffing or conſecration over the Cup ; but 
afterwards it became forbidden, not to Deacons, but to Un- 
der-Deacons, The ſame may be learnt out of the Council 
of Ancyra, the ancienteſt that we bave any mention of, af- 
ter that of Antioch, that damn'd Paul of Samoſats : For thus 
it's order'd in the firſt Canon of that Synod, concerning 
ſuch Deacons as relaps'd to Idolatry. azziru; 5utivs bvgarles, 
ure 4 Tivie er2a@zMdicaslas, Thy wir div iyev 114hr meoraiaa ot dujous 
wdins Ths feras refegyles, 5 71 Thy dglev © eofiguty dragiger 2} xngraroy. 
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Which is-thus rendred into Latine by Dionyfins Exiguus, an 
Author wellrecommended to the world, by the two learn- 
ed Cardinals, Baronius and Bellarmin, and publiſht lately by 
the famous Chriſtopher Fuitell, a Gentleman that hath de- 
ſerved well of our. Church Antiquities: Draconos fimiliter 
qui ſacrificaverunt, poſtea vero. reluttati ſunk, illum quidens hs- 
nqrem habere, ipſos antem ab ommt ſacer aotats mini#terio ceſſa- 
re, Panem wel Calicem offerendi, wel predicandi, That is, As 
for ſuch Deacons as have offered '$acrifice, but . have ſuffer d 
ſince for the;Chriſtian faith; they ſhall ill be allon'd their 
former Charatter ;, but they muſt be ſuſpended from whole 
ſacerdotal funttion, ' and neither offer the Bread, nor the Cha- 
lice, nor Preach. Where the word Offering 15 manifeſtly 


uſed in the ſence, that it hath been ſhewn above to have 


both in Ter#«llian, Cyprian, and others; and frequently in 
the Novels of J»finiax ;.and-is the ſame, that in the Coun- 
cil of Laodicea is called 135", bkhf/ive.. There-are in the 
Eait-Indies,' both _in- the Coaft of Malabar, and ſeveral. o- 
ther places, certain Chriſtians of St. Thamas, as they are 
called, both by themſelves, and the Portugueſes, who are 
moſt {tri obleryers of ancient uſages ; this appears even 
from the Books which the Spaniards have publiſht of them; 
eſpecially if we give: our {elves the trouble, but to compare 
their Relations with the ancienteſt writers of Chriſtianity, 
which they punQually obſerve, and yet never read. An- 
tony Govea, recounts many things of them, though he is 
very angry with them, for varying from the Rites of the 
Latine Church: One thing is this, That when, ſome Ages 
ago, there was raiſed a grievous Perſecution againſt them, 
by Pager Princes, which fell ſo heavy upon their Biſhops 
and Prieſts, that there was not one of them left alive: 
They hereupon, being put to the neceſſity above-repreſen- 
ted by Tertullian, requeſted one of the Deacons, who ſur- 
viv'd, to adminiſter the Sacraments, as their Biſhops and 
Prieſts uſed to do: he complied with their deſires, and 


did.

did it. - This the Spaniſb Writer grievouſly cenſures him 
for, as he doth many other things, which yet are not pe- 
culiar to them, but common to them, and - the primitive 
Chriſtians ; but are ſo much the better preſerv'd by them, 
as their morals are more ſimple and ſincere than ours ; 
and they unacquainced with our mode of Lording it over 0- 
ther mens Faith. Nor has the word offer:ine any other 
ſence in the Canon of the firſt Council of Arles, held un- 
der Conitantine the Great, De Diaconis quos cognovimus mul- 
tis locis offerre, placait minime fiert debere. As for thoſe Dea- 
cons, who, as we are inform'd, do offer in ſeveral places; we 
have thought fitting to declare they ought not to do it. This 
was the firſt time Deacons were barr'd, what was forbidden 
the Sub-deacons only in the Eaſt, by the Council of Lao- 
dicea ; There being then (as it ſeems) a ſufficient quan- 
tity of Presbyters 1n France, which being wanting in 4ſiz, 
it can be no great wonder, if the Deacons continued lon- 
ger there, in the exerciſe of their ancient Rights, than 'in 
other places. Nay, there are examples, even of later times, 
of Lay-mens adminiſtring the Exchariftze to each other, in 
the abſence of Prieſts, which ſhew the opinion now op- 
paſgd not to be of any long diſcontinuance. For the LVIE. 
Canon of the Council of Trull runs thus: Azizis Tp bulien 
wars &, t dizzirs, & 161 Oeiay kavle wuergiov wilals, iffoudSe wisy 
egopitiu. If a Lay-man, in the preſence of a Prieſt or Deacon, 
[hall adminiiter unto himſelf the divine Myſteries, he ſball be 
ſuſpended a Week, Where theſe things are to be noted ; 

Fir#t, That it 1s not forbidden to Lay-men, but in the 
preſence of a Deacon or Prieſt : 

Secondly, That the gentleneſs of the Penance is ſuch, as 
{hews it was then lookrt upon, rather as a breach of good or- 
der, than as any great Crime. , In the book entituled to Sc+ 
phronixs, and therefore commonly called, =ore:vis nearcerr, 
that is, Sophronizs his Meadow; theie is this Story of 
an old. Lay - Anchoret, and -it is the CXCIX in = 
Book: 
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'Book : Atwyieadls Tk Tor aaliger; 511 Tis Tay yichrror xellagic x, a310 
Gr, iv 7 wufv Tv #goxmud, dias harder in 73 Iefrav evls x; is 
ewartuor ireuirs. That is, Ore of the Fathers tells us, That 
a certain holy old Man of a pure Life, had, while he was of 
fering, a viſion of Angels ſtanding, ſome on his right, and o- 
thers on his left hand. Now the Authority of this Book 
muſt be acknowledged valid, by ſuch as own the ſecond 
Council of Nice, ſince it makes uſe of its Teſtimony. But 
that I may come nearer home, in Place as well as Time. 
There liv'd in the Reign of Charles the Fifth, King of 
France, a very famous Commander, named Bertrand Guiſce- 
lin, whoſe Story was written, either in his own time, or 
in the times next enfuing his; and that in ſuch French, 
as carryes along with it, the undoubted Marks of its An- 
tiquity.; a little before he gave the Exg/ſp general Battel, 
there is this related of his Men: Et ex icelle plate fe des- 
Junerent de pain & de vin quils avoyent - apportes aver enx. 
Et prennoient les aucuns ae tceux du pain, & le ſeignoyent tn 
nom an ſain# ſacrement: Et apres qils eftoyent ronfeſſez 
les un a Þ antre de lewur pechez, le nſoyent ex liew da" efcom- 
michement : Andin that place they refreſht themſelves with 
the Bread and wine they brought with them. Ana ſore Wok 
of the Bread, and gave it the name of the holy Sacrament : 
and after they had confeſt their Sins one to another, they uſed 
it in lieu of the Commiunion. Eſcommichement was a word 
uſed in that Ape, to ſignify the Communion. The like 
Storyes there are in many of the old Romances, of A2mons 
Sons and others: Which ſort of Writings, though very 
fooliſh in themſelves, yet many times furniſh curious Men 
and Antiquaryes, with very conſiderable Traces of ancient 
uſages and opinions. Neither is his Lordſhip of Orleans 
to look upon me, as the firſt diſcoverer of this praQice': 
No, no, the great Era/mws, whoſe Eye nothing almoſt 
could eſcape ; both ſaw it before me, and plainly hinted 
it to Cuthbert Torſta!, in a Letter to him, which is in 
the 
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the XXVI Book of his Epiſtles, contained in the tfiird 
Tome of his Works ; where he faith, Confat temporibus 
Apoitolorum fuiſſe Synaxin, quam Laici inter ſe faciehant ad 
hibita precatione & benedittione, & eam panem (vt eit pro- 
babile) appellabant Corpus Domini, ut frequenter etiam in ſacris 
Literis eadem vox fig no & res ſignate accomodatur. Fieri enins 
pote#t aut de bic Synaxi loquatur ibi Origenes. Nec uſquan 
in Canonicis Literis invenitur, ubt Apoſtoli certs conſecrave> 
rint corpus Domini, ut wunc conſecratur in altari, excepto 
uno loco prioris ad Corinthios Epittole, cap. 11. Et tamen in 
decimo capite, unde fluxerat Pauli Sermo, now widetur ags de 
ronſecratione ſacerdotali : That is; 4t # evident, That there 
wes, in the' Apoſtles times, a Communion which - Lay-men 

each other, attended with prayer and benediitiov; and that 
Bread (as is probable) they called aur Lord's Body, it being 
but a familiar uſe of ſpeech, even in the ſacred writings 
themſelves, to call both the fign, and the thing intended 
that ſign, by the ſame. name. And it may be, Origen heals 
in that place, of ſuch a fort of Communion as this is. Nor 
indeed can we find. any where in the Canonical Books, that 
the Apoſtles ever conſecrated the Lord's Body, 4s the manaer 
wow is wpon the Altar, unleſs it be in 1 Cor. 11. and yet 
the tenth Chapter, «pon which St. Paul's words iz the eleventh 
depend, ſeems wot to intend any ſacerdotal Conſecration nei- 
ther : Thus Era/mws. This then being underitood, it wall 
be no hard task to aſſign another paſſage of Tertulliars 
its true ſence, which is wreſted ſeveral wayes by learned 
Men: It is in. his Book, De wvelatrdas wirginibus ; For cove- 
ring of Maids. Non permittitur mulieri in Eccleſiz loqai : ſed 
mec docere, nec tingere, nec offerre, nec allins virilis muneris, 
nedum ſacerdotalis officij ſortem ſubi vendicare. 1t is not at- 
lowable for 4 Woman to ſpeak in the Church: No not to 
Preach, nor Chriſten, nor Offer, nor to do any thing that per- 
tains to men, .much leſs to take upon them to be Prieſts. It 


was the cuſtom, it ſeems, in the Conventicles of Here- 
ticks ; 
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ticks, for the Women to undertake to teach the People: 
Tertullian-is fo far from approving this praQtice, that he 
will not allow them, no not in private, in their own 
Houſes, either to Preach, Baptize, or 'Bleſs the Exchar:- 
tie; it being the proper work of Prieſts to Teach, and 
perform the other Offices in publick, and of Men, upon 
exigences and urgent occaſions, in private. That this 
was really Tertalliavs judgment, That Females: ought not 
to Chriſten, is plain from his Book. of Baptiſm, though 
others reſtrain'd them, as from Preaching and Offering, 
ſo from Chriſtening, only when Males, if not - Prieſts, 
could not be procured: And of this there is no-doubt to be 
made. For that Women were not excluded. by ſome; 
as in Priſon, or the like ſolitude, from performing theſe 


Fun&Qtions, has been made appear above.

the Symbols? | 


Hat Socrates, in the Thirtyeth Chapter of the 
Sixth Book of his Hiſtory, relates of John 
of Antioch, from his: great Eloquence, -by 


after-times, *Sirnam'd Chry/oſtome, or Golden 
Tongue, how he, living in the ſtate of PresbyterM#e at An- 
tio:h, when now the Church there was divided' into two 
oppolite Fa&tions, 'diſtinguiſht from each other, bythe 
names of Meletins and Paulin ; ſo withdrew himſelf from 
the Meletius ( Meletians firſt dying) as yet not to communi- 
cate with Paulin: And how he continued in this -manner, . 
without joyning himſelf to either Party, for the ſpace -of 
three Years together ; may adminiſter to us occaſion of En: 
quiry ; es co a Perſon of ſuch eminent Piety, Learn- 
ing, and Prudence, ſhould thus manage: himſelf. *':And'this *: 
the rather, becauſe we find his Example followed by 9: © - 
many afterwards, upon occaſion of that mortal Feud, that - . 


happened throughout Egypr, and the whole Orient, after, - 
? the © -- 
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the riſing” of the Council of ©hdcedor; who termed rhem- 
ſelves for this reaſon #rexeriuyr:r, Separatiffs, of whom men- 
tion is made a many- others, by Leontins of Byzanti- 
wr, in his Traf# of Set#s;- of which number was John, Sir- 
named Diacrinomenos, the Sports a Writer of Church-Ht- 
tory, made uſe of in the fifth AfQtion of the Seventh Coun- 
cil.' And Firſt, It may defſerve-our enquiry, Whether or 
no ChriRt's appointment of the Supper, have in it"the na- 
ture of a proper Precept; at leaſt of ſach 'a one, as is of 
an univerſal and unconditioned obligation: For the ancient 
Church may be thought to have had ſome reaſon in term- 
ing it- a Mandate or DireQtion, rather than a Precept. For 
the better examining of the whole buſineſs then from the 
bottom, we muſt obſerve, that what occaſioned its being 
at firſt inſtituted, was a certain old Cuſtom among the 
Hebrews, which you have defcribed at large by Scaliger, in 
the ſixth Book of his Emendation of Times ; and by Paulas 
Fagius, upon the Chaldee Paraphraſe 'of Dex. 8. For it is a 
very great Truth; which 'Hagh Browghton Notes upon Da- 
niel; That Chriſt inſtituted #0 new Rites. Baptiſm was a 
Cuftom among the Fews, when any Perſonrelinquiſht the 
Idolatry-of the Heathen, for their way' of Worſhip : | Mat- 
monides frequently meations ir, and it remains to this day 
among them. St. Fohn the Bapriſt, toſhew them that while + 
they prgfeſt Adoration to the One, and true God, their Mo- 
rals were, - notwithſtanding this, at that time, as corrupt 
and inconform'to the divine Laws, as theirs that openly 
worſhiped Idols, and falſe Gods; And that therefore they 
themſelves needed equal Purgation with them, did by an 
'allowable Tranſlation from one like caſe toanother, notify 
this fully to them by Waſhing of them. Wherefore his 
+ Baptiſm- was not primarily, and abſolutely of divine Ap- 

pointment, but'in the inſtance only ; it being an uſage al- 
ready among the' Fews, but capable and apt to be accom- 
modatedto the matter of his Preaching. Our Saviour Chriſt 
made uſe of it too, and appointed = both Few and Ger- 


tile, 
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zile, ſuper-adding to it the profeſſion of his 9yn Name with 
the Promule of the Spirit. Another ancient Cultora among 
them was to lay thei Hands upon ſugh, as they pray'd 
to Gad for, thereby lignifying their af , that their 
Prayers would certainly derive me divine Efficacy or Ver- 
the from Heaven, vpn the Party pray'd for: The Apor 
[tles did buy retain 4: Hence comes the uſe of it in viſi- 
ting the Sick, conkrming ſuch as have been Baptized, or- 
dering Prieſts, abſolving Penitents, and (as is cuſtomary 
{ill in the E4#) in bleſſhng Marriages, as one Spring parted 
into ſo many Streams. It was uſual with the Jews allo, up- 
on their Feſtiyal dayes, which they call G9od, to invite thoſe 
of their Kindred to a Supper, With others of their Friends or 
Neighbours, above the number of Ten, but below Twenty ; 
and this made a juſt Sodatity, or as Foſephys his word is, 
Pater? Fraternity: At the clofe of this Sypper, they brought 
of their fineſt Bread, which was ſuelt 25 was eaſily braken, 
and gave it to the Maſter of the Feaft, and he diſtributed 
it in final pieces to the Gyelts; then was broughtthe Grace- 
Cup,of which the Maſter haying fr/tdrunk himlelf,afterwards 
delivered.it to be handed abdur. All this was accompanied 
with certain words of Thanks tg Gad; wha bad; out of the 
Earth.

and then proceeded to Commemorate our Saviour's Death.

13. tor the Rich 
now and then to Entertain the Poor at their own Expen- 
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that they-might ſometimes fare better than they could 

o at Home. Hence: came this Sacrificing Feaſt to. be 
termed in Greek, i 4g4pe ; that is Love: Whereof Tertuli- 
an thus in his wetick ; Cuna nofira de nomine ra- 
tionem ſui oftendit : id vocatur quod Dileftio penes Grecos : 
gram ſumptibus conttet, lucrum et pietatis nomine fa- 
cere py yn * Siquidews inopes quoſque refrigerio iſto juvua- 
ws: The very name of our Supper beſpeaks what indeed it is: 
for it is called by a word that fignifies Love in Greek : How great 
foever the Charges of it may be, it is all Gain that's laid out 
ou ſo pious an account : for by it we relieve and refreſh ſuch as 
are Indigent among #s. Theſe Feaſts. were ever concluded 
with the diſtributing about of Bread; as above-mentioned, 
and with the Cup of Exchari#z,: or thankfulneſs. for all 
God's Bleſſings, and for Chriſt's Paffion in particular. To 
this Tertulliax refers, wheres. in his. Tre of the Garland, 
he ſaith, Our Lord appointed the Uſage of the Euchariſtie 0 
be . obſerved at: the ordinary. time of Repaſt., and. not 4s was 
| aq then, at the Aſſemblies held before day break... Soerates 
e Hiſtorian tells us, The primitive Uſe was retained for 

a long time in Zpypr, but that the. intemperance of ſome, 
oned. it at length to be diſcontinued. Burt that. ſome 
Tracks of it remain'd.of a long time. after, even at the very 
day of its Inſtitution, appears by a Canon of the Third Coun- 
cil of Carthage, and by an Epiſtle of St. Auguſtins to Januari- 
#5, Neither do we find it any. where ſtyPd by St. Paul, di- 
rely a Precept, but rather a praQtiſe or uſe, #«piaafo 3 
maritore, I Received what I Delfjvered, ſaith he; Nor doth 
he invite all promiſcuouſly to it neither, but only ſuch as 
have well tryed. themſelves firſt, to ſee whether they had. 
the Spirit of Love or no, of which their participating of the 
B and. Wine, was to be but a meer Symbo!. But ſuch 
is, and ever hath been the nature of Symbols, even. under 
the Moſaick rigour, that they might, without ſcruple of 
Conſcience, upon a. laudable Ground, be laid aſide. Thus 
we find David, when. urged to it by neceſſity, to Convert 
the hallowed Bread, by God's Law deſtin'd for Prieſts only, 
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to his own Repaſt.  Inconſonance to this, we'find Circ: 
 cifion, and the Paſchal Feſtival, enjoyned by-God with {43 
oreat ſeverity, yet both of them omirted, duting'the Peo! 
ples Forty Years Travels in the wi/ds of Arabir, it being al- 
moſt impoſſible for them, in their continual Marches, to be 
at ſo much vacancy, as to perform the Solemnity of the one, 
or to Cure themſelves after the other ; See Foſs. 6. Kinz 
Ezechias alſo broke down the brazen Serpenr, though of #9: 
ſes his own making, finding it, by after times, abuſed 
to a Superſtitious ule. Thus we read, that ſach of the 
Ten Tribes, as after Fereboams revolt, retained the true Wor 
ſhip of God, forbore notwithſtanding to viſit the Temple 
at Fernſalem; tho ſtrictly Commanded to do it by God him- 
ſelf; &this, that they might not give Offence to their jeatous 
Princes. Add to all this, 2 Chroz. 30. 17, 18. and 24. 12, 
13, compared with Lev#e. 6. 26. 39. and Chap. 10.17, 19,20. 
Sce alſo Maimonides, in his Dutfor dubitantion, ';. 4t. Now 
theſe ſeem to me to be juſt, and reaſonable Grounds for 
a Omiſſion of the Symbolic! Communion whereof we 
Fir#, If the Guides of our Church, do either exprefly, 
or tacitely impoſe upon vs, the Profeffion of certain Aﬀerti. 
ons, Which our Conſtiences can by no' means Aﬀent ta. 
For this cauſe, St. Ferome refus'd ro Communicate with the 
Clergy'of $j7ia, becauſe he was affraid he ſhould thereby 
ſeem to hoſd three #ypofaſes in the Divmity, he underſtan- 
ding the word Hypritzſis to mean Swhſtance; this may be ſeen 
in {everal Epiftles' of his ro” Pope Damaſus. = ; 
Secondly, If this Symbolical way of Communion, be fo 
far from anfwering x end of its Inſtitution, which is to at- 
teſt, and cheriſh our loving Communion with all pions 
Profeſfours of Chriſtianity, as on the contrary, to ſerve on- 
ly for a Teft, and Mark of DiſtinAion for a Party and FaQti- 
on ; and we are by it to ſignify, That we reject and difown 
other good Chriſtians, that agree with us im the Fundamen- 
tals of Religion, and live as Piouſly as we our ſelves. 
A Third Reaſon may be, for thatit may ſometimes fall ont, 
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That 2 Perſon, by refcaiging himſelf from Communicating, 
with cither fide, may be therehy in a better capacity to 
exerciſe his Charity towards All: And this I believe was 
more eſpecially St. Chry/oftomes reaſon. Indeed, What Sin 
can be ſuppoſed to be committed, when. in fuch a Compe- 
tition as this is, we make the Signs give way to the things 
fignified, and prefer the Kernel before the Shell? We may 
then without queſtion fometimes fay with St. Augntiz, 
Crede & manducaiti : Believe, and thou ha#t eaten. That is, 
Believe with ſuch a Faith, as works by Love, which is the 
whole Scope of Chriſtianity, and called the New-Creatore, 
and Obedience to God's Commandments, as may be prov'd 
by ſetting together theſe two places of St. Pau, Gat. 5. 6. 
and 6. 15. 1 Cor. 7- 19. But Alas! Ir is-too natural tg the 
Generaliry of us, to PraQtiſe the old Grecian Lay;
